Greg Morris was fortunate to 
(Jom« along in what he terms 
the age of realization. It wasn't 
as easy for Sidney 
Poitier, 


James Edwards, Harry Bela« 
fonte and other Negro actors 
who preceded him, 


Until two or three years ago, 


Negroes found little work in 
films and television except as: 
1, a singer or dancer; or, 2. as 
the victim of racial prejudice in 
problem dramas. 


That has been changed with 


the emergence of Poitier as a 
box-office star of films in which 
his race is incidental and with 
the casting of Negroes as cos- 
tars in television series. In the 
CBS series, "Mission Impossi- 
ble," Greg Morris plays opera- 
tive Barney Collier with little if 
any reference to race. 


•"I don't like to be called a 


'Negro actor'," he remarked. "I 
am proud of being a man, an 
actor, and a Negro, but when I 
am referred to as a 'Negro ac- 
tor,' that immediately places 
the connotation that I can only 
play Negro parts. 


"But Barney Collier isn't a 


'Negro part.' The next actor 
who was up for consideration 
for the role happened to be a 
blue-eyed Scandanavian. 


"That's healthy. I think film.-? 


and television have entered the 
age of realization, when produc- 
ers realize that Negroes can 
play doctors, lawyers, dentists 
—yes, and villians, too. I've 
done them all. 


"Of the 50-55 roles I've played 


in television and movies, most 
of them didn't concern the color 
of my skin. The most notable 
exception was a 'Ben Case/' in 
which I played a black national- 
ist who hated both Vince Ed- 
wards for being white and Sam- 
my Davis for playing along with 
the whites. That's all right, too; 
such viewpoints should be aired 
so that people can try to under- 
stand them," 


Greg Morris had an unsettled 


childhood, being the son of a 
broken family. He was born in 
Cleveland and graduated from 
high school there. After two 
years in the Army, mostly in 
West Germany, he went to Ohio 
State 
and the University of 


Iowa, hoping to develop his bas- 
ketball skill to become a player 
for the Boston Celtics. 
' ttA theater arts -course - inter- 
vened. Married and with one 
child—he now has three—Morris 
left college in his third year to 
support his family. He landed in 
Seattle and worked as a waiter 
In 
the Hotel Olympia while 


trying to develop his acting in 
the daytime. He played the Po- 
itier role in a little-theater ver- 
sion of "A Raisin in the Sun," 
then repeated the role in Long 
Beach, "Calif., where a Holly- 
wood agent saw him. 


A local theater presentation of 


"Purlie Victorious" was the 
turning point for Morris. It was 
seen by Carl Reiner, who cast 
him for the memorable "Dick 
Van Dyke Show" in which Dick 
feared 
his 
baby had been

with another in the 


hospital; it turned out the other 
parents were a Negro couple. 
The Director of the show was 
John Rich, who cast Morris in 
his first movie, "The New In- 
terns."

Break for Veterans? 


Three men apply for a single 


government job. One is a war vet- 
eran, the other two are not. Should 
the first man get the job just be- 
cause he is a veteran? 


To some degree, veterans have 


been getting this kind of a break 
ever since Civil War days. The 
motive, of course, is to give them 
an extra reward for their service 
to the nation. 


Still, they get this reward at the 


expense of non-veterans who might 
legitimately complain of discrimi- 


any one man or class of men." 


On the other hand, a court up- 


held a law that gave a more modest 
advantage to veterans seeking to be 
firemen. Here a veteran was given 
the edge only if he had shown, by 
competitive examinations, that he 
was just as qualified as other appli- 
cants. The court said it was fair to 
assume that his experience in the 
service might well make him a 
better fireman. 


Likewise, the law may — and 


often does—given reasonable ad- 
vantages to veterans in the matter 
of firing. For instance, the federal 
civil service law gives them extra 
procedural safeguards in case of 
discharge. 


In one case a veteran employ( 


at a federal shipyard was fired 
charges that he had gotten too 
fresh with certain young women at 
a party. 


But he won reinstatement when 


the management failed to come up 
with sufficient details of his alleged 
misconduct. The court said he had 
not been given the consideration to 
which, as a veteran, he was entitled.

Our fundamental premise is 
that North Vietnam must not

Thuy replied, according to his 


spokesman, with a new demand

again next Wednesday.

Trudeau by 
Tidal Wave 
in Canada

TORONTO (AP) - It was a 


Trudeau tidal wave, and it gave 
his party a clearcut mandate to 
rule Canada with a strength no 
party has enjoyed in six years, 


In Tuesday's election Pierre 


Elliott Trudeau, who entered 
politics only three years ago, 
led his Liberals to the biggest 
victory any party has scored 
since John Diefenbaker's prime. • 
Diefenbaker in 1958 spearhead- 
ed the Conservatives to a land- 
slide triumph that was good for 
four years' control. 


Trudeau became Liberal lead- 


er, and thus prime minister, by 
choice of a party convention two 
months ago when Lester B. 
Pearson retired. Tuesday Cana- 
dian voters had the chance to 
ratify or repudiate the choice. 
Their answer gave the Liberals 
the House of Commons majority 
they had never won under Pear- 
son's leadership. 


Trudeau 
on assuming the 


prime ministry vowed to im- 
prove his party's standing. As 
the leading party, even lacking 
a majority, the Liberals could 
call an election at a time they 
thought advantageous. Trudeau 
and his aides judged this a good 
time, and the bet paid off. 


How did he do it? There is no 


question of Trudeau's personal 
appeal, evidenced in the reac- 
tion of happy throngs that greet- 
ed him on the campaign trail 
across the country.

when Sen, Robert F, Kennedy 
of New York was assassinated 
in Los Angeles. 


Since then, mail from Arkan* 


sas to Washington has been 
pouring in at a near-record 
rate. 


A spokesman lor Sen. John 


L. McClellan, D^Ark., said the 
senator 
has been receiving 


about 2,000 letters per day for 
the last two weeks, including 
about 200 per day from Arkan- 
sans. 


"This is especially heavy mail 


from Arkansas," the spokesman 
said. "We're getting a tremend- 
ous response from all over the 
country," 


He said that most of the Ar- 


kansas mail is against gun laws 
while most of the mail from 
other states is in favor of gun 
legislation. 


The spokesman said McClel- 


lan has not made a decision on 
any proposed crime law. "It 
will depend on the particular 
measure 
and he (McClellan) 


has not made up his mind pre- 
maturely," the spokesman said. 


He said the senator "watches 


the mail with great interest," 
coming into the office several 
times a day to check it.

'WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson's drive to mobilize 
the nation in defense of the dol- 
lar has had only spotty success 
and apparently will fall far 
short of its goal. 
'•'•The target set by Johnson on 
New Year's Day was to cut $3 
.billion from :the .nation's 1967 
1 Balance of payments'' d^ficlt^ 
which 'rose to an ominious fig- 
tire of $3.57 billion. 
; In the nearly six months 
s:tnce, the President's main suc- 
chss was getting Congress to ap- 
prove a 10 per cent income tax 
surcharge, which along with an 
accompanying 
$6 billion in 


spending cuts was expected to 
help restore confidence over- 
seats in the stability of the dol- 
lar,. 


B ecause the balance of pay- 


ments deficit—what the United 
Status spent overseas over what 
it took in—had risen so high 
thero had been concern in the 
world's banking centers about 
inflation and the drain on Amer- 
ican gold holdings. 


Treasury Secretary Henry H. 


Fowleir told the Senate Finance 
Cpmmilttee Tuesday there had 
been "a quick and quite sub- 
stantial recovery" in the first 
quarter of this year when the 
payment s deficit fell to $606 mil- 
lion.
